The rural and remote re- 
gions of Canada impact all of 
this country’s key economic 
indicators. 


For those of us living in a 
rural community - or for those 
who are planning to move toa 
small town in the near future

economy of rural Canada in 
1999 accounted for as much 
15 percent of the total national 
Gross Domestic Product (GDP) 
and 17 percent of total nation- 
al employment.

try are the two engines that 
drive Ontario's economy. En- 
gines require fuel to run, and 
for any business, that fuel is 
profit. Maintenance is also 
vital to keep an engine run- 
ning smoothly, and for ag- 
riculture that’s a regulatory 
framework that creates op- 
portunities. Instead, Ontar- 
io farmers increasingly find 
barriers and obstacles placed 
in their path. 

Agriculture's engine is be- 
ing starved of fuel and choked

over 150 dollars per acre, or 
on my small farm I will subsi- 
dize the Ontario economy to 


the tune of 75,000 dollars on 


corn alone. It’s both too dis- 
couraging and depressing to 
run through the other com- 
modities we produce, but the 
outcome is the same ~ this is 
not sustainable. 


Farmers are running out of alternatives 


We are at the T intersection 
and must turn. In very simple 
terms, one path will lead to a 
new reality in Ontario, which 
is the disappearance of the 
people and the industry that 
built this province and made 
it the world leader that it is. 
The other path, the one we 
need to take, will guarantee 
Ontarians a safe, affordable, 
and nutritious supply of food 
produced locally and an in- 
dustry that, through profits, 
is both willing and able to 
pay its share of rising envi- 
ronmental standards that are 
based on solid science. 

The only way for us to ac- 
complish this is for all farm- 
ers to work together. It is time 


for us to set aside the petty 
differences that divide us and 
all of us, together, put our 
shoulder to the wheel and 
push. We can do it. Rural On- 
tario and the 30 or so rural 
ridings cost the federal Lib- 
erals a majority government 
in the last federal election. It 
is now up to us to insist on 
the legislative changes that 
we need in Ontario.

Volunteers for birds, 
frogs and marshes 


People enjoy volunteering for 
good causes, and an increasing 
number of people today enjoy 
watching wildlife. Combine the 
two, and you have the makings 
of an ambitious project that has 
spread throughout the Quinte 
watershed since 2001. 

The Community Wildlife 
Monitoring Program is a proj- 
ect of The Bay of Quinte Reme- 
dial Action Plan. Four popular 
wildlife monitoring programs 
have merged into a coopera- 
tive effort that, hopefully, will 
provide a handle on the status 
of birds and frogs in the area. 
Animals are good indicators of 
environmental health and can 
tell us a lot about the current 
condition of the watershed. 

The four programs are user- 
friendly, and even inexperienced 
volunteers will feel comfort- 
able getting involved. Volun- 
teers in the Quinte area have 
a choice of taking part in the 
Marsh Monitoring Program, 
Forest Bird Monitoring Pro- 
gram, Amphibian Call Counts, 
or FrogWatch. Volunteers can 
take part in all four, or pick the 
one that sounds most appeal- 
ing. The purpose of the exer- 
cise is to keep these indicator 
wildlife statistics current. Col- 
lectively, these programs pro- 
vide an overview on popula- 
tion fluctuations within certain 
species, and a snapshot on the 
health of local wetlands and 
forests. Close to 100 volun- 
teers contribute valuable data 
every year by listening for frogs, 


toads and birds. 


Twenty years ago the Bay of 


Quinte was declared a Great 
Lakes pollution hotspot. 
Among the side effects was a 
dramatic loss of fish and wild- 
life populations and their habi- 
tats. The Bay of Quinte Reme- 
dial Action Plan's Restoration 
Council carries out actions with 
local partners in its efforts to 
restore the Bay and its drain- 
age area. Wildlife monitoring 
is part of thg process because 
both the variety of species and 
their numbers tell usa lot about 
our progress.

One of the exciting local de- 
velopments stemming directly 
from Hearth Month fundraising, 
Ms. Routly says, is the creation 
of a the District Stroke Cen- 
tre at Peterborough Regional 
Health Centre. In the com- 
mittee stage right now, it is part 
of the “Co-ordinated Stroke 
Strategy” between PRHC, the 
provincial Ministry of Health 
and the HSOF that aims on im- 
proving stroke care in the four 
counties region. 

It means that people will get 
access to good health care at 
PRHC rather than travelling to 
Kingston or Ottawa, she says. 

‘There is a “key six hour win- 
dow” for stroke victims to get 
to a hospital, be diagnosed and 
given drug treatment if pos- 
sible. 

The Centre should be up 
and running in eight to 12 
months. 

Ms. Routly says people are 
“very well-informed overall” 
about things like healthier life- 
styles, nutrition and exercise 
but still have trouble translating 
them into personal action. 

“People understand these 
concepts but there are some 
barriers to applying them in 
their own lives.” 

Too many people have been 
“caught up in fad diets,’ she says, 
when in fact the Canada Food

Stewardship Ontario is the in- ‘ 
dustry funding organization for 
the Blue Box Program Plan and 
is authorized under the Act to 
collect the funds from industry 
and distribute them to munici- 
palities. The E&E Fund repre- 
sents 10% of stewards’ contri- 
butions. 

The Effectiveness and Effi- 
ciency (E&E) Fund, launched on 
July 1, 2004 makes $3.3 million 
available in 2004 for approved 
projects and up to $9 million 
through 2005. To date, the EXE 
Fund has received more than 40 
applications from Ontario mu- 
nicipal recycling programs.

Cobourg - As part of its first 
steps in a long-term action 
plan to fight domestic vio- 
lence, the provincial govern- 
ment is investing $12,831 
in Northumberland Servic- 
es for Women.

Do not leave it open when you are 
away; an empty garage broadcasts your absence.

Spring Equine Vaccines

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Hemp - the natural way to farm and

The qualities of hemp fibre are 
well known. It was the first 
choice for ropé before the ad 
vent of man-made fibres and 
according to hemp growers and 
builders, this notorious plant is 
also great insulation for build 
ing homes

Che builder has a flair tor 
building that started during her 
childhood as she built tree forts 
It makes sense, both environ 
mentally as well as financially 
to build with a natural material, 
savs MeGahern. Hemp insula 
tion began in the early 1800's 
she adds, “It originated in Ne 
braska in the 1800's. There were 
not a lot of trees there and the 
people chose to save the trees 
that were there.. 

‘It looks rounded in nature. 
Corners are not sharp... There 
will be a truth window in the 
washrooms at the canteen- a 
pane of glass over the hemp, 
McGahem explains that it is 
characteristic of straw and hemp 
bale buildings to provide a truth 
window, which shows the dif- 
ference to the conventional. The 
softer, more rounded natural 
look, the builder feels will com- 
plement the park's settings. 

An unexpected benefit of the 
hemtp material is its acoustic 
behaviour. It is slightly quiet- 
er than conventional homes 
and builders emphasize, it has 
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and discuss it. 
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a calming affect. Another ben- 
efit is that because the material 
is more breathable than mod- 
ern plaster, hemp homes also 
suffer less condensation. 

But the plant's role in the 
illegal drugs trade suppressed 
its legitimate use for most of 
the 20th century, even though 
commercially grown hemp con- 
tains only negligible amounts 
of the psychoactive drug THC. 
Canada started to license re- 
search crops in 1994 on an ex- 
perimental basis. In addition to 
crops for fibre, one seed crop 
was experimentally licensed in 
1995. Many acres were plant- 
ed in 1997, 
mercial agriculture saw thou- 
sands of acres planted in 1998. 
30,000 acres planted in 1999. In 
2000, due to speculative invest- 
ing, 12,250 acres were sown. In 
2001 ninety-two farmers grew 
3,250 acres. A number of Ca- 
nadian farmers are now grow- 
ing organically certified hemp 


Licenses for com- 


crops. 

Hemp is among the oldest 
industries on the planet, going 
back more than 10,000 years to 
the beginnings of pottery. The 
Columbia History of the World 
states that the oldest relic of hu- 
man industry is a bit of hemp 
fabric dating back to approxi- 
mately 8,000 BC. 

Grant Moorcroft, 4th genera- 
tion farmer at his farm north 
of Madoc at Cooper, used to 


be a dairy farmer. Like most 
farmers, all attempts to destroy 
the wild weed were in vain. He 
says what hemp has probably 
been trying to tell local farm- 
ers for years. “It likes the san- 
dy loam soil here and is easy 
to grow.” But, last year's rainy 
summer was not as agreeable 
to the plant that enjoys dryer 
weather, he explained. 


Moorecroft began thinking 
of growing hemp seriously after 
meeting with Chris Magwood, 
the local strawbale builder. He 
threw in a couple of bales at a 
home show Magwood was at- 
tending at Toronto. There was 
good response and his first 
bales were set inside the walls 
of a hempola north of Barrie. 
Since that time, he has supplied 
the hemp insulation for many 
homes as well as a horse barn 
north of Uxbridge. 

“Hemp bales fit in better as 
insulation,” says Moorecroft, 
“They average about 28 Ibs a 
bale and are really sturdy. The 
walls are thick and strong.” 

Moorecroft began planting 
hemp on his farm six years ago 
with a halfacre. His hemp plan- 
tation has grown to 30 acres and 
the farmer continues to educate 
himself on the hemp plant. One 
of hemps greatest assets is its 
durability and it's natural abil- 
ity to overgrow other plants 
and weeds. “You don't have to 


spray the stuff. It is weedless 
and thick taking out any com- 
petition. I do use a fertilizer in 
the beginning to give it a start, 
then it just takes off” 

Hemp, says Moorecroft is 
a tough fibre and sturdy. He 
began with round bales in the 
first year, but didn't let others 
change his mind inte trying to 
square bale it. With a pinch of 
stubbornness and a lot of pa- 
tience, Moorecroft was able to 
do, what everyone had been 
telling him, couldn't be done. 
He smiles, “I square baled it... 
It took a lot of patience with 
that sturdy fibre.” 

Although, many hemp grow- 
ers complain that they cant seem 
to get uniformity in their crops, 
Moorecroft smiles a slow easy 
smile. He has his secrets. “My 
plants are uniform in size. They 
are all the same height.” 

“It looks like a dust storm 
when they pollinate them- 
selves.” Moorcroft keeps well 
documented records and photo- 
graphs as his hemp farm grows 
larger each year. Hemp has no 
predators. Mice, rabbits and 
rodents do not like the smell, 
says Moorecroft, so the farmer 
does not have to worry about 
pests, stealing his crop. 

We placed signs up stat- 
ing that Hemp was planted to 
help keep trespassers out. The 
field that we planted right be- 
side our house sure stopped 
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traffic” Of course, he has heard 
all the jokes, since planting his 
crop that looks very much like 
its illegal cousin and has hada 
few people stop alongside the 
road. It has been an interest- 
ing six years, Moorecroft ad- 
mits and it seems the more he 
learns, the more interested the 
farmer becomes. “Each year we 
seem to have more of a market 
for this commodity. We have 


_sold hundreds of bales for the 


construction of straw/hemp 
houses. We offer different siz- 
es of bales - the regular size as 
well as smaller half-size bales 
for corner construction” 

Moorcroft’s website offers 
these tidbits of hemp infor- 
mation: 

Mice do not like the smell 
of hemp so they don't bother 
it. That is probably why hemp 
bedding isn't sold at pet stores 
for rodents. 

A bale of hemp is as light as 
oat or wheat straw, but hemp is 
stiffer and more durable. 

Hemp bales keep their shape 
better and also take more abuse. 
Hemp is more resistant to mois- 
ture. 

The difference between nor- 
mal straw and hemp is the tex- 
ture. Hemp has fibers that flare 
or stick out of the bales making 
it easier for plaster construc- 
tion. The plaster sticks on better 
than ordinary straw bales.

To become an Amateur Radio 
Operator in Canada you must 
pass a multiple choice exam that 
includes basic Radio electronics 
theory, operating practices, and 
Radio regulations. On success- 
fully completing this exam you 
will obtain a Basic Operating 
Certificate. You will obtain an 
Amateur Radio Callsign when 
you receive your certificate. 

The best way to prepare for 
this test is through a course held 
by your local Amateur Radio 
Radio Club. Another option is 
to get a nearby Amateur to tu- 
tor you before taking the test. In 
Radio jargon the tutor is called 
an ‘Elmer’ tutoring is called ‘El- 
mering.
